Washington.—Austro-Hungarian sub-
Jects in the United States, most of
the million or more of whom are la
borers and are loyul to the Allied war
cause, wile suffer few resovictions as
& result of war ootweon the lands of
thelr birth and adoption,

In p procliunation declaring & stute
of war with Austris-Hungary, in ac-
cordance with the act of Congress,
President Wilson specified that un.
naturalized Austro-Hungarians, unlike
the Germans In this country, should
be free to live and travel anywhere,
except that they may not enter or
leave the United States without per
mission, and those suspected of enemy
activity may be interned. They need

not reglater with police or postoffice |

officinls, an Germans will be required
1o do shortly, and are not barred from
the 100-yard zones about piers, docks
and warehouses closed to Germans
and are not required to leave the Dis
triet of Columbia

Washington, ~— Presiden’ Wileon's
proclamation declaring a state of war
with Austrin-Hungary and laying down
rules for the conduet and trentment
of Austrians and Hungarians, afte;
citing the resolution of Congress wu
thorizing war with Austria, says:

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil
son, President of the United States of
Ameries, do hereby proelaim to all
whom it may concern that a stale of
war exists ‘between the United States
and the Imperinl and Royal Austro-
Hungarian Government; and 1 do spe-
clally direct all officers, ¢ivil or mili-
tary, of the Unlted States that they
axercise vigllance and zenl In the
digeharge of the dutles incldent to
such a state of war; and 1 do, more
over, earnestly appeal to all Ameri-
can citizens that they, in loyal devo-
tion to thelr country, dedieated from
its foundation to the principles of 1ib-
erty nnd Jjustice, uphold the laws of
the land, and give undivided and will-
ing support to those measures which
may Le adopted by the constitutional
authorities In prosecuting the war to
a successful Iseue and obtaining a
secure and just peace;

“And, acting under and by virtue of
the authority wvested in me by the
Constitution of the United States, and
the aforesald sections of the revised
statutes, I do hereby further proclaim
and direct that the conduct to be

observed on the part of the United.

Btates toward all natives, citizens,
denizens or subjects of Austrin-Hun-
gary, being males of the age of four
teen years and upwards, who shall be
within the Unlted States and not act-
wally naturalized, shall be as follows:

“All natives, citizens, denizéns or
subjects of Austria-Hungary, being
mmlea of fourteen years and upwards,
who shall be within the United States
and nol actually naturalized are en-
Jolned to preserve the pence towards
the United States, and to refrain from
erime against the publie safety, and
from violating the laws of the Ufited
States and of the states and territories
thereof, and to refrain from nctual
hostllity or giving Informuation, aid or
comfort to the enemies of the United
Btales, and te comply strictly with
the regulatioss which are hereby or

which may be from time to time pro- |

maulgated by the President; and so
Jong as they shall conduct themselves
in acvordance with law and they shall
be undisturbed in the peaceful pursuit
of their lives and occupations and be
accorded the consideration due to all
peacelul and lawablding persons, ex-
cept so far as retsrietions may be wec
essary for their own protection and
for the safety of the United States;
and towards such of sald persons as
conduct themselves In  accordance
with law, all citizens of the United
Btates are enjolned to preserve the
peace dnd to treat them with all suell
friendliness as may be compatible
with loyalty and alleginnce to the
Unfted States.

“And all natives, citizens, denlzens
or subjecta of Austrin-Hungary, being
mmles of the age of fourteen years
and vpwards, who ghall be within the
United States axd not actually nat
uralized, who fall to conduct them-
selves as so enjoined, In addition to
all other pennlties prescribed by law,
ghall be liable to restraint, or to glve
seourity, or to remove and depart from
the United States In the manner pre
seribed by section four thousand and
sixty-nine and four thousand and
soventy of the Revised Statutes, and
as prescribed In regulations duly
promulgated by the President,

“And purruant to the nuthority
veeted In me, I hereby dechare and
establish the following regulations,
which | find necessary In the prem-
Seen and for the public safety:

“1. No native, citizen, denizen or
ﬂkv‘l of Austrin-Hungary, being a

male of the age of fourloen yvears and
ppwirds and pot selnally noturalized,
shnll depart from the United Stutes
untdl he shall have recelved such per-
mit ug the Pres!dent shall preseribe,
or except under order of a court, Judge

"3, Bvery such perzon of whom
there may be reasonalile cause to be- |
lleve that he |3 alding or about to ail
the enemy, or who may be at large to
the danger of the pueblic peace or
snfety, or who violates or attempts to
violate, or of whom there lg reason.
Able ground to belleve thal he is about
to violate any regulation doly promul-
gated by the Presldent, or any crim-
inal law of the United States, or of
the states or tervitories thereof will
be subject to summary arrest by the
United States Marshal, or his deputy,
or guch other officors as the Presldent
ghall designate and to confinement in
such penitentinry, prison, Jull, military
camp, or ather place of detentlon as
may be directed by the Preslhdent.

“The proclamation and the regula

Turks Are Forced to Give Up
Jerusalem.

SAFEGUARDING HOLY PLACES

Glorlous Consummation Of Endeavor
Which For 1,200 Years Has Been
The Desire Of The Chris
tian World,

London.—Andrew Bonar Law, Chan-
cellor of the Exchequer, announced in
the -House of Commons that Jeru-
salem, after belng surrounded on all
sldes by Britsh troops, had surren-
dered.

The Chancellor sald Britieh, French
and Mohammedan representatives
were on the way to Jerusalem to safe-
fuard the holy places.

General Allenby reported that on
Saturday he attacked the enemy's po-
sitions gouth and west of Jerusalem,
the Chancellor said. Welsh and Home
County troops, advancing from the dl-
rection of Bethlehem, drove back the
enemy, and, presing Jerusalem on the
oast, established themselves on the
Jorusalem-Jericho road. At the same
time London infuntry and dismounted
yeomainry attacked the strong enemy

the Jerusulem-Shechem road. The
Holy City, being thus isolated, sur-
